So far there has been no slackening in the German pressure against the 
Franco-British lines on the Aisne river Iront, where the Germans launched 
their surprise offensive. 
There have been retiremnts by both British and 
Fmch, but they were carried out in order despite the determined efforts 
if the Germans to break through. 0 
By s series of powerful but costly assaults west of the British-held sec­ 
tor, the Germans have succeeded in forcing a crossing of the Aisne river 
fprobably in the district of Pont Arcy.) 
New battles are developing all along, the 33-mile front from Brimont, 
which is north of Rheims, to the sector df the forest of Tinon, Is*tween 
veven and eight miles north of Soissona.

London, May 28.—The battle re-ulting from the new German offensive 
along the Aisne river heights from a point north off Rheims to the sector of 
j the Tinon forest has continued with deadly losses to the Germans. 
Both the British and French admitted slight retirements along the 
famous Chemin des Dames highway, while the German war office in its 
report on Monday claimed the capture of the road. 
Attacking in mass formation, after a tremendous bombardment with 
gas shells and supported by tanks, th*- Germans were able t«i push into the 
Aisne valley, some of the forces reaching I'ouc Arcy. The British forces on 
the Aisne front held part of the line in the Berry-Au-Bsc sector, where 
the fighting zone croases Un rlvar from the south Is thé northwest. Thjpl 
allies in that district fought with magnificent valor, but the British left * 
flank was compelled after a desperate struggle to retire foot by foot ttr 
previously prepared second line positions.

Fundam ental to all Red Cross activities abroad is the problem of 
transportation. 
M aterials for use abroad m ust go across the A tlantic and 
m ust reach the places in the interior where they are needed. 
To minimize 
effort and expense large warehouses have been established throughout 
the United States at convenient points where finished supplies from the 
chapters are collected and then transferred in hoik to the port from which 
they are to be shipped. 
Vast quantities of medical and other relief sup­ 
plies are being constantly sent to Europe. 
Upon arrival of these m a­ 
terials at the French port they are conveyed by Red Cross motor trucks to 
large warehouses throughout France and from theae warehouses medical 
supplies are distributed *to hospitals; foodstuffs, clothing, building m a­ 
terial and agricultural implements to the civilian population. 
It has been an enormous undertaking to build this organization. 
Into 
it has poured millions of dollars. 
But better than that, it has attracted 
a self-sacriiicing personnel to whom service is the greatest word in the 
language and the greatest work in the world. 
It is not difficult to picture, inadequately it is true, what this mean? 
to both the soldier and the civilian in France. 
Nor is it difficulty to under 
stand why we at home should be ready for the w ar fund drive and give 
until it hurts.
